THE FARM. 


| Winter Stable Management of Cows 


Arrange the stable with convenience 
in feeding and care of the stock as 
the central idea, writes Chas. L. Hill. 
Visit the best dairy barns and utilize 
| all their good points. A stable having 
| two thicknesses of boards with tar pa- 
| per between is dryer and warmer than 
| @atone basement. A rectangular barn, 
| with two long rows of cows facing each 
other, is the most desirable. Have suf- 
ficient room for driving on the feeding 
floor and also behind each row of ani- 
mals, for removing the manure. Make 
the building larger than is needed, or 
plan so that additional room can be 
easily provided. By all means have 4 
silo conveniently situated. Put in 
plenty of windows. The south side 
of our barn is largely glass. The stable 
must be tightly made so that when the 
temperature is 30 degrees below zero 
very little freezing occurs on the in- 
side. Don’t, however, keep it so warm 
that it will fairly steam when the 
doors are opened. For keeping the air 
pure, box ventilators reaching from 
near the floor to the roof, are excellent. 
They can be made by boarding up be- 
tween the silo studs down to within a 
foot or two of the floor. Choose 
some kind of a fastener that will keep 
the cows clean. The stanchion is most 
generally used and will answer in most 
cases. Arrange the floor 4 to 5 feet 
in length as there will be that much 
difference in length between the small- 
est heifer and the aged cow. Let the 
gutter be 16 in. wide and 6 in. deep. 
If possible have the walk behind the 
gutter wide enough to allow a wagon 
Make the 


6 in. above it. The ceiling shoul 
61-2 or 7 feet high. i 

Among the necessary implements 
about a cow aetable is the broom. 
two, one for eaweeping the feed floor 
and the other to clean the walk.behind 
Keep the floor clean, and 
occasionally go over the walls and ceil- 
ing to remove dust and cobwebs. Use 
plenty of straw for bedding. If it is 
cut, so much the better, as it is then 
superior as an absorbent. Be sure the 
gutter is water tight, and use road dust, 
sifted coal ashes, sawdust or land plast- 
er to absorb the liquid the straw does 
not take up. Plaster is also first class 
for keeping down bad odors. Sprinkle 
afew pounds in the bedding before each 
milking and note the effect. .It will 
also enhance the value of the manure. 
* Have regular hours for feeding an 
milking and rigidly adhere to them. 
Plan your work so the cows can be left 
to their dreams a part of the time. Be 
kind to them; do nothing that will ex- 
cite them, for it will always result in 
a loss of milk. Salt every day, or bet- 
ter still, have salt where they can have 
censtant access to it. Our cattle are 
out of the barn a short time each day. 
They go about 60 rods and get water 
from a spring and I have seen no ill 
effects from it. However, they are 
not out long—not over 30 or 40 minutes 
on stormy days. Yearlings and dry 
cows are given more exercise: f 
course this takes a little more feed, but 
it pays. Exercise the bull in a tread 
power.

profitable for the reason that early var- 
ieties come into bearing young, are more 
productive, and are handled with less 
trouble and expense. [Early sorts are 
quickly perishable and cannot be held 
over for future sales as readily as win- 
ter varjeties, in case of a glut in the 
market.: 

Few varieties of apples have a wide 
general adaptation for commercial 
planting. The intending planter of an 
orchard can do no better than consult 
his neighbors who are practical fruit 
growers and find out what varieties 
succeed best and pay the most dollars 
with them. Sometimes a variety with 
only a local reputation. known only 


within a limited range of _ territory, 
succeeds far better within its range 
than any of the standard sorts. Where 
such varieties have been well tested 
and can be obtained, plant a fair pro- 
portion of them. Asa rule, it is bet- 
ter to purchase nursery stock propo- 
gated as near as possible (other condi- 
tions being equal) to the place where 
it is to be finally planted. It some- 
times requires a number of years for 
young trees to recover, if they ever do 
fully, from abrupt changes in climate 
and soil. If trees are to be procured 
from a_ distance it is better to buy 
those grown farthest to the north in 
preference to those grown to the south. 

Buy nursery stock direct from the 
Paes! when possible, as there is less 
ikelihood of getting varities not true 
to name. Varieties sometimes get un- 
accountably mixed and mistakes often 
occur with the most careful nursery- 
men. When stock passes through the 
bands of one or more dealers who gen- 
erally know little and care less about 
names, the danger is still greater. In- 
sist on receiving the varieties ordered 
and do not let the nurseryman substi- 
tute some other variety ‘equally as 
good’ that you know nothing about, for 
nine times out of ten it will be a sort

770. Four days later it was 820, and 
eight days after that it had dropped to 
710. Many sold to make their second 
payment on their first subscription. 
The managers loaned piles of arrest d at 
400 per cent., taking their own stock as 
collateral. This method shortened the 
supply, of stock, and supplied more 
money to the public to frantically put 
up its price. 
FOOLS RAN LOOSE. 


The financiering of the South Sea bub- 
ble cannot here beelaborately described. 
but it may be said that the main poin 
of the Government was the reduction 
of the so-called irredeemable annuities 
created in the reigns of King William 
and Queen Anne, to run for terms of 99, 
96, 89, and aless number of years, 
amounting to nearly £300,000 per an- 
num. When the South Sea directors in 
1720 opened their books for the practical 
assumption of the whole national debt, 
they offered their stock at 300, market 
price that day being 325. So great was 
the rush of big people that the subscrip- 
tion amounted to £2,250,000. 

Fools ran loose so madly that one pro- 
ject was thus advertised in the papers: 
“ For subscribing two millions to a cer- 
tain promising or profitable design 
which will hereafter be promulgated.” 
As offset to this sort of jolly, a joker 
opened a two million, subscription for 
an invention for “melting down saw 
dust and chips and casting them into 
clean deal boards without cracks or 
knots.” : 

It was toward the close of September 
that the South Sea Company stopped 
payment and the bubble was dissipated. 
The fines laid upon the directors for 
the benefit of the stockholders aggre- 
gated over £2,000,000, and the valid as- 
sets distributed among the stockholders 
gave a dividend of about 33 per cent. 
So ended the South Sea scheme, which 
had its inspiration in the famous Mis- 
sissippi scheme engineered by John Law, 
in France, in 1717.

LA GRIPPE DETECTIVE 

YouMav Readily Teli from the Appearance 
ef Yeur Tengue Whether You Mave the 
Disease. 
As the season for the grip is ap 
proaching it is interesting to know ofa 
discovery recently made by an English 
physician by which any one may tell 
whether or not he has be: attacked by 
the malady. The physician is Dr. John 
Terry, resident medical officer of the 


After a careful examination of a great 
number of cases that were placed in his 
charge, Dr. Terry noticed a curious re- 
semblance in, the appearance of the 
tongue. On further observation he be- 
came convinced that the tongue ofa pa- 
tient suffering from the grip took on 4 
distinctive appearance, which might be 
relied upon to indicate the presence of 
the disease. 

This discovery promises to be an im- 
portant one, as it has hitherto been 
very difficult to make a satisfactory 
diagnosis of influenza. The disease is 
so much like a cold in many of its 
manifestations that even the most care- 
ful practitioners have been misled by 
the symptoms. It is customary with 
some physicians to examine the blood of 
the patient in order to determine wheth- 


er the influenza or grip bacillus is pres- 
ent. But the trouble with this teat is 


that it is not known whether the true

. Terry has discovered that in the 
of the disease the

or grayish fur. This layer may be so 
thin that the a substance of the 
tongue shows through it.

chronic cases, where the patient has| 
got through the worat of it the tongue | 
still shows quite characteristic be bres 
It is usually of a deep red or purplish 
color, is fairly clear or sometimes 
slightly covered with a grayish or 
brownish fur. The purple spots are no 
longer to be seen, their place bein 
taken OE transparent white dots, whic 
are rather larger than those of the 
earlier stages. 3 

This order of changes in the appear- 
ance of the tongue is not always the 
same in every patient. The purplish 
spots may remain throughout, but in| 
the Pesaran seen cases the deacript | 
holds good. every case of grip, how- 
ever, one or other of the conditions of | 
the tongue is present. Besides these | 
changes in the tongue, small white dots 
may be seen on the mucus membrane | 
of the lips and cheek. The throat is | 
usually found to be dry and red. As, 
the patient gets better the. spots or 
vesicles. become less and less pro- 
nounced, and finally, when he is well, 
they completely ppear.

Surprisingly Large Altem Element Im the 
Pepulation ef Paris. 

Some surprising facts about the cos- 
mopolitan character of the popelation 
of Paris, especially the enormous num- 
ber of Germans in the city, have been 
learned by M. Bertillon, the inventor 
of the anthropometrical system of iden- 
tifying criminals. He finds that scarce- 
ly more than one-third of the inhabit- 
ants of the gay city were born within 
the limits of its fortifications.
